Ground Level Exhibition Area : A CENTURY OF MODERN DRAWING. This 

exhibition of approximately 150 drawings from the Museum of Modern Art 
in New York represents more than 50 artists, indluding Paul Ce'zanne, 
Auguste Rodin, Pablo Picasso, and Jackson Pollock. December 5th is the 
last day. 

Upper Level Exhibition Area : CONTEMPORARY ART. An exhibition of about 
30 contemporary paintings and sculptures from the permanent collection 
of The Cleveland Museum of Art. Through December 12, 1982. 

Classroom Level Exhibition Area : PAUL TRAVIS: AFRICA, 1927-1928. 

This educational exhibition records the experiences of Cleveland artist 
Paul Travis (1891-1975) through his drawings, photographs, watercolors, 
and African tribal works which he collected during 1927 and 1928.
